BLALOCK FOR 
INTERVIEW 


Former Revenue Collector De- 
clares His Successor Is Either 
Ignorant or Has Falsified. 


. 


Charging that A. O. Bialock, his 
successor as Collector of Internal 
Revenue, is playing to the public for 
political notoriety, Henry S. Jackson, 
in a letter to The Georgian, sharply 
scores him for published statements 
criticising Jackson’s administration 
of the office and his alleged discrim- 
ination in favor of the negro. 

Jackson declares that Blalock’s 
charges of discrimination, and his 
statements that the negroes employed 
in the Internal Revenue Department 
were “political negroes and carried a 
large vote for Mr. Jackson at the na- 
tional convention,” are absolutely 
false. In his letter he says: 

‘WV have nothing to do with Mr. Bla- 
lock’s negre~policy, or with his de- 
sire and efforts to remove negro 
watchmen and elevator men from 
their positions in order that he may 
appoint some of his political allies and 
friends to fill those jobs. 

Statement Called False. 

“IT desire to say that if Mr. Blalock 
stated that I had ever discriminated 
against white men in favor of ne- 
groes in any appointments I made 
while Collector or Custodian, he 
stated what was absolutely false, and 
he made the statement either in ig- 
norance or in disregard of the record- 
ed facts. 

“If he is correctly reported in say- 
ing that there was $26,0u" a year paid 
to negroes under my edn:inistration 
of the office while competent white 
men were forced to accept work suit-, 
able for the negro only, [ desire to 
Say that there is not one word of 
truth in the statement. Mr. Blalock, 
if he made that statement, made it in 
either ignorance or utter disregard of 
= facts which are matters of rec- 
ord. 

“Further, in his statement that 
charges had been preferred against 
the night and day watchmen and for- 
warded to Washington, if Mr. Blalock 
is correctly quoted in saying that 
these ‘negroes in question are politi- 
cal negroes and carried a large vote 
for Henry S. Jackson at the last na- 
tional convention,’ he states what is 
absolutely untrue. At no time during 
my administration did either of these 
two watchmen, or any other man 
under me as Collector or as Custo- 
dian carry any vote, either large or 
small, for me at the national conven- 
lion or elsewhere. 


Long in the Service, 


“The men Mr. Blalock is now try- 
ing to remove were in the service 
before 1 became Collector or Custo- 
dian. When I took control, I found 
their records good, and while I re- 
mained in charge they performed 
their work faithfully and well, They 
are under the rules and regulations 
of the Civil Service, and the appoint- 
ing officer or head of a department 
can not remove any classified man 
without charges preferred and sus- 
tained. 

“Perhaps Mr. Blalock will be able 
to change all this, and so arrange it 
that he will be able to remove com- 
petent men who are supposed to be 
under the protection of the Civil 
Service, and further he may arrange 
to have the commission certify to 
him only white applicants, and to 
change the entire policy of the com- 
mission and the entire] aws of Con- 
gress, in order that he may carry out 
the policy he has declared would be 
existent hereafter, 

“In conclusion I desire to say that 
while I was collector and custodian 
inspectors were sent from Washing- 
ton at certain intervals, both from 
the Revenue Department and from 
the Custodian's Department, to make 
regular inspections. In every instance 
the inspectors reported the custo- 
dian's force under me as being com- 
petent and attentive to duties and in 
the performance of them, and _ the 
building, while in my charge and the 
force. under me, always received a 
rating of first class from these in- 
spectors. This would absolutely dis- 
prove Mr. Blalock’s assertions that 
incompetent men were retained.”

The Atlanta delegates, while dis- 
appointed at the outcome of the hot- 
ly contested fight, nevertheless took 
their defeat gracefully and added to 
their congratulations of the victors 
the announcement that they woul 
be in the fight again next year. 

Joseph A. McCord, one of 
Southern members of the associa- | 
tion’s currency commission, helped 
draft the report which branded the 
Owen-Glass currency bill “secialis- 
tic” and “imposing unwise hardships 
on the banks and equally unwise 
hardships on the genera! public.” This 
severe condemnation of the adminis- 
tration’s monetary reform program 
was adopted as the voice of the con- 
vention. 

The big feature of the convention 
Wednesday was the presentation to 
the convention of resolutions drawn 
up by the currency commission. These 
resolutions roundly denounced the 
Owen-Glass currency bill. 

Financial Moses Sought, 

H. T. Powell, of Macon, discussing 
the steps taken by the currency com- 
mission, voiced the sentiments of a 
great many of the delegates when he 
made the following statement to The 
Georgian representative to-day: 

“The financial situation is very per- 
plexing., We are wandering around in 
a wilderness just at present, so far 
as any satisfactory solution of the 
currency problem goes, And the sad 
part of it all Is that there does not 
appear to be any Moses in sight to 
lead us out of the wilderness into 
the premised land. 

“What is needed is a man of great 
financial experience, in whom the peo- 
ple of the country have unlimited con- 
fidence. No such shining light ap- 
pears in sight as yet. We are all 
looking for a great leader, a financial 
Moses, 

“We think the world and all of Wil- 
son down in Georgia, and we have 
eonfidence {in his honesty and sincer- 
ity. He Is a great man as a scholar 
and a historfan. Yet President Wil- 
son is not a great financier, And a 
financier is what the bankers are look- 
ing for. 

Need Bankers’ Backing. 

“The people with whom I am ac- 
quainted haven't ‘the confidence In 
President Wilson's financial policies 
that is a prerequisite to their success. 
Any currency legislation,’to be effec- 
tive, must have the co-operation cf 
the bankers, with whom reposes most 
of the ready money of the country. 
It is like the enactment of a pro- 
hibitory law with reference to liquor— 
you can not make such an enactment 
a success until you have the peopie 
behind you. The Owen-Glass curren- 
cy bill can not be a howling sucesss 
in its present form because it is op- 
posed by the great majority of the 
bankers of the country, 

“The intention of the bill Is of the 
best. It alms to make possible in 
elastic currency, Should it do this, | 
it would prevent panics. Yet it is an 
experiment at best. The question !s: 
‘Will it do just the things that are 
intended by it?’ It is no time to dally 
with experiments. We want certain- 
ty. 

“This currency problem {s too big 
a thing to risk a failure in, We musi 
know how it is going to work out be- 
fore we risk it.

of City—Would Remodel Build- 
ings to Relieve Crowding. 


Mayor Woodward intimated Thurs- 
day that after making a personal in- 
spection of the most crowded school- 
houses in Atlanta and carefully 
studying the reports of the principals 
of the various schgols he might send 
a@ message to City Council in the na- 
ture of advice to the Board of Edu- 
cation and Suptrintendent of Schools 
William M. Slaton.

ed facts. 


“If he Is correctly reported tn say- 
ing that there was $20,000 a year paid 
to negroes under my administrat@n 
of the office while competent white 
men were forced to accept work sult- 
able for the negro only, I desire to 
say that there ts not one word of 
truth in the statement. Mr. Blalock, 
if he made that statement, made it in 
either ignorance or utter disregard of 
the facts which are matters of rec- 
ord.

As the case drawe to 
opponents of Governor Sulzer claimed 
to-day that they have 40 votes. Only} 
28 votes are necessary to convict the! 
accused executive. 

The point now upon which the 
greatest uncertainty hangs is: What 
punishment will be meted out to Gov- 
ernor Sulzer if he should be foun4 
guilty? 

Many legislators believe that jus- 
tice, under such circumstances, should 
be tempered with much mercy, The 
general impression to-day was that if 
found guilty Governor Sulzer merely 
would be removed from office.

No doubt Professor Bowden will 
be able to stir up considerable inter- 
est through this platform, even !f he 
does not get elected thereon. 

And, anyway, next year bids fair 
te be a ‘ively one In politics, and 
one can not predict nowadays what 
may happen. 


The disposition of the Western and 
Railroad is sure to be one

Senator Hitchcock Points Out 
Peril in Arbitrary Powers 
Given Federal Board. 


By JOHN TEMPLE GRAVES. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The hear- 
ines before the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee have unques- 
tionably been of much practical value 
in pointing out the advantages and 
defects of the pending bill and they 
have served also to assist members 
of the committee in formulating 
their views. 

Senator Hitchcock, Nebraska, 
who one of the members of the 
committee, is one of the able and 
growing Senators from the West. He 
has been outspoken and vigorous in 
his protest against certain phases of 
the bill, and his views will have much 
force throughout the West. Among 
many indefinite and uncertain Sena- 
tors he was prompt in his answer 
to my request for his views. This is 
what he said: 

Would Limit Board’s Power. 

“Taking the present bill as a basis, 
the changes which, to my mind, are 
necessary may be outlined as fol- 
lows: 

“First, to strictly Imit the powers 
of the Federal Board by provisions 
in the law. At present the powers 
of the Federal Board are entirely too 
arbitrary. It would have a prac- 
tical control over the volume of cur- 
rency, over the rate of interest, and 
over the management of the Federal 
Teserve banks. It would have power 
to suspend all reserve provisions of 
the bill and power to dislocate the 
business of the country by compelling 
one reserve bank to lend money to 
another, 

“In fact, the powers of the Federal 
Board are so great they would practi- 
eally be running the banking system’ 
of the United States. In my opinion, 
these powers should be so reduced 
that the Federal Board, instead of 
running the banking system of the 
United States, would be restricted to 
a supervision of the banks so as to 
enforce the regulations of Congress. 

“Second, the bill now permits the 
directors of a regional reserve bank 
to have entire discretionary power in 
discounting commercial paper of 
member banks. I think this discre- 
tion should be strictly limited. 

Favoritism a Danger. 

“This great discretionary power 
now provided for in the bill opens the 
door to the grossest favoritism. One 
member bank might be able to re- 
discount much more than it ought to 
and another member bank with 
equally good paper might not be per- 
mitted to have half that it is en- 
titled to. 

“Third, I am against that provision 
of the bill which provides for the re- 
tirement of the $7000,000,000 of our 
bond secured currency. I am willing 
to accept a reasonable amount of cur- 
rency basefhon commercial paper, but 
I am not willing to have all of our 
currency based on commercial paper, 
as bond secured currency has proved 
entirely safe and its only defect is a 
lack of elasticity, 

Bill Would Contract Credit. 

“Fourth, I think there should be a 
limit to the amount of additional or 
elastic currency authorized In any 
bill, 

‘Fifth, I think one of the needs of 
this country is an increase in bank- 
ing capital, but the bill porvides ab- 
solutely none, On the other hand, 
it transfers 10 per cent of the capital 
of banks that go into the system 
away from their control, and to that 
extent embarrasses them and makes 
them dependent more than they are 
now. 

“Sixth, as drawn, the bill will in- 
evitably produce a great contraction 
of credit or loans while it is being 
put into operation. I think this would 
amount to several hundred million 
dollars and would greatly embarrass 
the business world and possibly pro- 
duce serious distress. This would be 
brought about by the efforts of banks 
now holding deposits of country 
banks to get ready to turn them 
over to the reserve banks as the bill 
provides. 2 

“Seventh, I am strongly opposed to 
retiring 2 per cent Government 
bonds now outstanding and putting 
out 8 per cent bonds in their place. 
In general, I think the bill is too 
destructive and too revolutionary, 
and I believe it will tend to build up 
a centralization tendency in the 
banking world. 

Scven Men in Controi. 

“The monopoly would be controlled 
by seven men. The seven men would 
be appointed by the President, and I 
think the result would be that the 
banking interests in times past have 
been thrown into politics. 

“You ask me what the 
upon the committee favor. Iam not 
sure that the radicals have fully 
made up their minds as to what they 
will favor any more than other 
members of the cummittee have. 
Roughly speaking, however, I count 
myself a radical, and I favor such 
legislation as will maintain the indi- 
vidual independence of the banks of 
the United States, and give to each 
one in propostion to its capital, an 
easy and workable method of secur- 
ing from the Treasury, as a matter 
of right, a Iimited amount of cur- 
rency at any time on the deposit of 
adequate security. 

“I am Inclined to think this can be 
done by maintaining fifty sub- 
treasuries, including those already 
established. 

“Of course, the amount of currency

four reversals and no affirmations in 
the October Supreme Court decisions 
handed down, calls attention to the 
fact that, while the statement is true, 
he was affirmed five times and fre- 
versed only twice in the September 
deciaions. 

The judge also disclaims any loss 
lof high opinion of the Supreme Court 
because of the,October reversals, and 
says: “I know the judges of the Su- 
preme Court personally and I thing 
that, while they are not infallibje, 
they are able lawyers and upright 
judges, and I have no cause of com- 
plaint against them.”

Peril in Arbitrary Powers 
Given Federal Board. 


By JOHN TEMPLE GRAVES. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The hear- 
ings before the Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee have unques- 
tionably been of much practical value 
in pointing out the advantages and 
defects of the pending bill and they 
have served also to assist members 
of the committee in formulating 
their views. 

Senator Hitchcock, Nebraska, 
who is one of the members of the 
committee, 1s one of the able and 
growing Senators from the West. He 
has been outspoken and vigorous in 
his protest against certain phases of 
the bill, and his views will have much 
force throughout the West. Among 
many indefinite and uncertain Sena- 
tors he was prompt in his answer 
to my request for his views. This is 
what he said: 

Would Limit Board's Power. 

“Taking the present bil] as a basis, 
the changes which, to my mind, are 
necessary may be outlined as fol- 
lows: 

“First, to strictly limit the powers 
of the Federal, Board by provisions 
in the law. At present the powers 
of the Federal Board are entirely too 
arbitrary. It would have a prac- 
tical control over the volume of cur- 
rency, over the rate of interest, and 
over the management, of the Federai 
reserve banks. It would have power 
to suspend all reserve provisions of 
the bill and power to dislocate the 
business of the country by compelling 
one regerve bank to lend money to 
another, 

“In fact, the powers of the Federal 
Board are so great they would practl- 
eally be running the banking system 
of the United States. In my opinion, 
these powers should be so reduced 
that the Federal Board, instead of 
running the banking system of the 
United States, would be restricted to 
a supervision of the banks so as to 
enforce the regulations of Congress. 

“Second, the bill now permits the 
directors of a regional reserve bank 
to have entire discretionary power in 
discounting commercial paper of 
member banks. I think this discre- 
tion should be strictly limited. 

Favoritism a Danger. 


“This great discretionary power 
now provided for in the bill opens the 
door to the grossest favoritism. One 
member bank. might be able to re- 
discount much more than it ought to 
and another member bank with 
equally good paper might not be per- 
mitted to have half that it is en- 
titled to. 

“Third, I am against that provision 
of the bill which provides for the re- 
tirement of the $7000,000,000 of our 
bond secured currency. I am willing 
to accept a reasonable amount of cur- 
rency based on commercial paper, but 
I am not willing to have all of cur 
currency based on commercial paper, 
as bond secured currency has proved 
entirely. safe and its only defect is a 
lack of elasticity. 

Bill Would Contract Credit. 

“Fourth, I think there should be a 
limit to the amount of additional or 
elastic currency authorized in any 
bill. 

“Fifth, I think one of the needs of 
this country is an increase in bank- 
ing capital, but the bill porvides ab- 
solutely none. On the other hand, 
it transfers 10 per cent of the capital 
of banks that go into the system 
away from their control, and to that 
extent embarrasses them and makes 
them dependent more than they are 
now. 

“Sixth, as drawn, the bill 
evitably produce a great contraction 
of credit or loans while it is being 
put into operation. 1 think this would 
amount to several hundred million 
dollars and would greatly embarrass 
the business world and possibly pro- 
duce serious distress. This would be

“Seventh, I am strongly opposed to 
retiring 2 ‘per cent Government

In general, 1 think the bill is too 
destructive and too revolutionary, 
and I believe it will tend to build up 
a centralization tendency in the 
banking world. 
Seven Men in Control. 

“The monopoly would be controlled 
by seven men. The seven men would 
be appointed by the President, and I 
think the result Would be that the 
banking interests in times past have 
been thrown into politics. 

“You ask me what the 
upon the committee favor. [I am not 
sure that the radicals have fully

will faver any more than other 
members of the committee have. 
Roughly speaking, however, I count 


myself a radical, and I favor such 
legislation as will maintain the indi- 
vidual independence of the banks of 
the United States, and give to each 
one in propostion to its capital, an 
easy and workable method of secur- 
ing from the Treasury, as a matter 
of right, a limited amount of cur- 
rency at any time on the deposit of 
adequate security. 

“I am inclined to think this can be 
done by maintaining fifty sub- 
treasuries, including those already 
established. 

“Of course, the amount of currency 
available for each bank would be 
limited, but this facility or assistance 
would be in’ addition tv all 
banks now enjoy. The currency 
would be United States notes, and tX 
protect this currency and to provide 
for its redemption a gold reserve of 
40 per cent should oe kept in the 
Treasury. To procure this reserve, 
bonds should be sold, but the interest 
on the bonds would be much more 
than covered by the interest which 
banks would pay for advances from 
time to time.”

BETTER WEATHER 
SENDS COTTON OFF 


Bulls Look On, Giving Liquidation 
Its Full Course—Crop Esti- 
mates Being Increased. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—With the excep- 
tion of October, which opened 3 points 
higher, the cotton market opening was 
disappointing in view of the firmer ca- 
bles. First prices showed iosses of 3 
to 5 points and at the end of the first 
twenty minutes the entire lisi was un- 


der general liquidation. Commission 
houses were apparently the leading 
sellers. The crowd was inclined to sell 
the market on the failure of storms pre- 
dicted on the eastern coast to mate- 
rialize. Later brokers representing the 
“uptown” interests were among the best 
sellers. 

The market showed considerable 
Weakness in the absence of support. 
The weather conditions overnight were 
again favorable, with indications point- 
ing to perfect growing weather over the 
entre belt. This increased the belief 
by the bearish element that the crop 
estimates are too low and they will 
be raised as the season advances, This 
feeling will undoubtedly increase the 
j Short interest, which is believed to be 
already large. 

During the forenoon October fell to 
13.34 for a loss of 20 points from the 
initial range. December dropped 21 and 
January fell below the i8c level to 12.95, 
and there was plenty of cotton for sale 
at below 13c for January. 

Despite the continuous decline in 
values, bull leaders are still confident 
of higher prices. In some conserva- 
tive quarters the belief is that the mar- 
ket is “pirige 2 well liquidated, and that 
there is a big short interest existing, 
which In all probability will ran to cover 
should anything unfaverable occur in 
the eastern belt in the next few days. 

Around noon the market was tlooded 
with selling orders and January dropped 
to 12.90; October 13.25, and December 
13.09. This showed 90 points decline 
since the bear movement begun. Just 
before this outburst of liquidation the 
market found some support around 13 
cents for JJanuary, which came from 
Scattered spot interests. Bull leaders 
looked on in disgust. 

Bears were encouraged in their bold 
attack by a rumor that crop estimates 
are being increased on account of the 
propitious weather conditions. Later in 
the day some buying, principally from 
shorts who were satistied with their 
profits carried prices a few higher, and 
the market closed steady with prices at 
a net decline of 19 to gu points from 
the closing quotations of Wednesday.
